and appearance of the houbes made by South 
American Indians, even of the same tribe.

In the ration, overhead, 
stretched trom j'ole to pole, were the long, 
straight bow-, and shiny vellow raiows of the 
wainoi-,, and maybe ainovj the lot the 
deadly l,low-pipe, or, hinging from a peg, 
the paddla-suapod war club used by these 
people. 
Various earthenwaie utensils lay 


around, and the ingenious ba,ket-work mata 
pie, or cassava stramer, was never absent. 


The daily habits of the people varied con- 


siderably. It there wab plenty or game in 
the camp the men lounged the [whole day 
long m their hammocks; sometmies smoking 
their bark-wrapped cigareite^or fashioning 
an arrow, but more otten simply lying cud 
died up in a semi-torpid state, and only 
. casing them&eh es when they ielt inclined 
to eat. If food was, scarce, however, they 
acted differently, and were afoot long before 
daylight and hard on the hunt for live things 
in the forest. The women worked always. 
Early m the morning, before their lords 
were awake, they would be about the camp 
looking after the pepper-pot, stewing ita 
seeds ovei tbe fire, or chopping firewood in 
the adjacent forest. 
Some ot them would 


remain at home all day, but others won d be 
off to the little clearings around the village, 
wherein were grown the simple vegetables 
which supplied a great part of their food. 


Yams, plantains, and mandioca are the 


staple products of those people, and the 
xvomen are the farmers who till the ground 
and reap the crops. The mandioca root is 
their mainstay. Scraped and thrown into 
the matapie before spoken of, it is squeezed 
and strained of its poisonous juice, and the 
dry powder so obtained, after being ground 
and mixed with water, is formed «into im- 
mense flat cakes as big as the head of a bar- 
rel, and, being baked, becomes the cassava 
bread, without which these Indians' lives 
could hardly be sustained. Out of the poi- 
sonous juice is obtained the tapioca of our 
tables, and the liquid left after the tapioca 
granules have been abstracted, is the cassa- 
reep which forms the chief constituent of 
pepper-pot and has antiseptic properties 
which preserve meat for almost any length 
of time. It is hard to tell how "the In- 
dians would get along without cassareep 
in this climate, where flesh becomes putrui 
if kept over night. As it is, meat of all kinds 
is thrown into a pot ot most generous dimen- 
sions, and mixed with a quantity ot casiareep 
and red peppers; the whole" thing bem»- 
boued, and furnishing a dish which will keep 
for all time, and one which is by no means 
to be despised.

Presp, Ojt. !J.—Numerous complaints have beea 
sent to the Pioneer Press regarding the system 
of wheat shrinkage or dockage, and in order to 
ascertain if dhere exists any ground for these 
a'leged grievjancjs, a thorough investigation of 
the matter has been made. The farmers of the 
northwest complained that |they were being 
docked unmercifully- this year, and the local 
elevator Companies on the Northern Pacific 
andManitobi roads alleged that in ordlr to 
protect fhera selves against the Dnlnth elevator 
companies ttey are compelled to shrink the 
wheat to the proportions they, have. 
The in- 


vestigation has developed one fact, and that 
is, the present crup of wheat contains more 
dirt and f onl seeii than any crop ever rained 
in the northwest. Elevator men say, and farm- 
ers themselves admit, the truth of this, that no 
snob crop of wild buckwheat has ever been 
harvested with the wheat before. This is the 
principal trouble, though seeds of all kinds are 
found in great abundance in most all the wheat 
now being marketed. The average shrinkage 
by the local elevators is admitted to be not far 
from five pounds per bushel. At Fargo, Moor- 
head and otijier stations on the Northern Pacific 
road, it is not an unusual thing to dock wheat 
twelve and even fitteea pounds to the bushel on 
account of d|irt At the present price of wv eat 
this means a cent1 per pouud loss to the farmer. 
There is BO denying the fact that the crop this 
year is vtry Jpnl and dirty, but whether the 
shrinkage is too great or not cannot easily be 
proven. The whole system of dockage is merely 
guesswork,and it is not unreasonable to suppose 
that the loc^l ele-ator men will endeavor to 
always guess to their advantage. 


T^B PBOCES3 OF GBADING. 


In order that farmers may understand the 


process through which their wheat passes before 
it reaches the- eastern markets, tbe following 
details are given: When a farmer* takes his 
wheat to the local elevator, the buyer, who is 
also inspector, arbitrator and in fact the sole 
judge of the quality, condition and price of the 
wheat, fixes tbe grad e and docks it according to 
his judgment. 
(Mr. Smith, superintendent of 


the Nor. hern Pacific Elevator company, says 
their buyers are instructed to frequently weigh 
lots of wheat and ascertain as nearly as possi- 
ble what tbe average dockage should be.) 
The farmer js then given a ticket for the total 
number of bushels in his load, less the dockage.

At 
the terminal point of shipment the inspector 
goes through the cars and inspects the cars and 
inspects tie wheat as soon ai it arrives. Tn 
order to inspect the grain as fast as it ar-ives, 
during the busy season, the chief inspector is 
compelled to 'employ a number of assistants, 
and to thii f^ct may be attributed much of the 
trouble and lack of uniformity in grades. At 
Dnlnth the inspector opens the car, examines it, 
and writes his notes on a small ticket which is 
left in the caif. This ticket gives ths number of 
the car, name of the road, grade of the wheat 
and ita condition. The Dnlnth inspector does 
not dock the grain for dirt, but marks on the 
oicket the condition and! leaven the dockage to 
.he elevator people. 
Atj Minneapolis tne in- 


ipector mes bis own judgment, and marks on 
toe ticket the number of pounds to be deducted 
en account of dirt. The Daluth inspector 
narks on his ticket the following terms, to 
denote the various degrees of dirt: 


Machine — Which means that the wheat has 


not bef n cleaned since being threshed. 


Machine Dirty— Wheat not cleaned after be 


ing threshed, and which is dirty. 


Machine Seedy— Wheat not cleaned after 


being threihed, and which contains small seeds 
in addition to the common dirt. 


Machine Seedy and Dirty— This is supposed 


to represent wheat too dirty and seedy for any 
use, and is tbe superlative of the inspector's 
opinion regarding its condition. 


Upon these notes the foreman of the elevator 


company bases bis shrinkage. If machine, be 
takes off one pound; if machine dirty, 1% 
pounds; machine dirty.j 1% pounds; machine 
se dy and seedy, \% oounds. Wheat in w use 
condition than machine seedy and dirty is 
weighed, cleaned and reweighed, and the actual 
amount of dirt deducted. During the busy 
season, when, the wheat in pouring in at the rate 
of 300 or 400 car loads per day, it is impossible 
to clean every car and deduct the exact amount 
of dirt. lu order to arrive at an average system 
of shrinkage, the first 500 or 1,000 car loads 
are 
carefully 
weighed 
and cleaned, and 


from the results thus obtained the average 
shrinkage is approximated. As the cais come 
into the elevator tbe foreman takes the number, 
sends the wheat to tbe proper bin, marks on a 
ticket the giow weight and net weight, after 
allowing fur tha dirt according to the inspec- 
tor s notations, and this ticket is sent to the 
elevatoroffi:e up town. T hare the number of 
the c-sa is compared with tbe waybill sent by 
the railroad com {.any, and then, for the first 
time, the elevator people know who°e wheat has 
been received and~ inspected.

has no means of knowing whose wheat is in the 
car he inspects, and haj no object in giving it 
an unfair grbde

The inspection is controlled by the 
board of trade at Dnlntb, and by the chamber 
of commerce at Minneapolis, and the elevator 
campaniea are subject to their rales. 


HOW THE SHEINKEB SHRINKS. 


It has been shown that the average shrinkage 


• the country elevators is about five pounds 
per bushel. This would seem, to the unitiated, 
a pretty big eqn eze, and enough to remove all 
the dirt in an ordinary crop. 
But notwith 


standing this enormous shrinkage, nearly every 
carload of wheat received at Dnlnth is recleaned 
and in many cases twice and three tunes. 
By 


tie cinrtesy of the Dntath Elevator company, 
the Pioneer press representative was allowed «o 
select at random, a number of cars from a 
hundred or more standing on the tracks, and 
these, without previously 
being 
examined, 


were run into the elevator, weighed, cleaned and 
reweighed. The first car had been cleaned after 
being threshed; but the shrinkage was four 
bushels and forty pounds, and tbe wheit was 
not 
yet 
clean. 
Other cars 
that 
had 


been 
previously 
cleaned in the 
country 


showed shrinkages of five, eight, seven and 
four and one-half bushels. One car of nnoleancd 
wheat shrunk thirteen bushels in cleaning The 
books ot the elevator company show that in one 
case sixty five bushels of dirt was taken from 
one car load acd fifty one from another, and 
then the wheat would barely pass grade. It is- 
safe to say that the average shrinkage at Dnlnth 
is not far from two pounds per bushel. When 
the wheat is being loaded into vessels an in- 
spector stands at the discharging spout, and if 
the wheat is not clean shuts it off, and tbe ele- 
vator company is forced to reclean it at its own 
expense. The shrinkage this time comes oat of 
the company, a? it has issued receipts for the 
wheat on the weighing in, and is compelled to 
make good its grades. The Northern Pacific 
Elevator company guarantees ita weights, and 
grades at Dnlnth, and claims that weights do not 
hold out even with the present heavy dockage. 
The Pillsbury & Hnlbert Elevator company does 
not guarantee weights and grades at terminal 
points. The Northern Pacific company ships to 
its own order at Dnlnth, and tickets issued in 
the country can be exchanged for orders for 
wheat of the same grade at Dulntb. It is 
claimed thai in order to make the grades good 
at Dnlntnot is necessary to dock wheat as heavi 
ly as is done. Mr Smith, the superintendent, 
says the natural shrinkage by evaporation is 6 
per cent, as proven by scientific experiments, 
and the average shrinkage of five pounds to 
cover this and other causes is not too much. 
Grata men who are watching the matter say 
that 150,009 bushels of dirt, will be sent to 
Dalnth in the present crop. It must be remem- 
bered that nearly all the wheat is cleaned at the 
looil elevators Defore being sent there, so that 
the total crop of dirt bavested and marketed by 
those farmers whose wheat goes to Dnlnth will 
aggregate a half million bushels. 


WHAT BECOMES OF THE DIET. 


Mr. Ruplee, superintendent of the elevator 


company at Dalnth, says about sixteen tons of 
this dirt and chaff are used daily as fuel to run 
tbe engines. Tnis amount comes from three 
cleaners alone, and the total amount of dirt 
taken out averages about twenty five tons per 
day. Hundreds of tons have bean thrown into 
the bay, and the stuff is now nearly fifteen feet 
about the docks. It is givjn away to thoee who 
will carry it off, and a number of men are em- 
ployed recleaning the best of it, they to receive 
one-half the proceeds as wagea. They are 
already sick of their bargain, as nearly 10,000 
bushels of this stuff is piled up on one floor, 
aud cannot be sold at any price. Tbe country 
elevators will run their engines on dirt aud use 
CQS! only to start the fires in tbe morning. Mr. 
Smith, of the Northwestern Elevator company 
at Fargo, says his company paid freight on 10,- 
000 bushels of dirt to Dnlnth alone last year, 
aud 
will 
pay freight 
on 50,000 
bnsb- 


e!s 
this 
year. 
The 
above 
statements 


are cold facts and not exaggeration. 
The far- 


mer can figure out from this condition of 
affairs why his wheat don't bold out. The 
question whether he is do.ked too heavily by 
tbe local elevators or not is a matter not easily 
determined. At Moorhead the Pioneer Press 
saw one farmer docked twelve pounds, another 
fo-r and another eight. At Fargo one load of 
wheat was docked thirteen pounds, another 
fonr and another 7. In one case the farmer 
protested vigorously, and the elevator agent 
offered to clean the wheat and ship it for him, 
but he declined the proposition and accented 
the eight-pound dockage with better grace. 
Another farmer swore he wouldn't stand a IOE^ 
of four pounds, and drove away to find another 
and a more liberal purchaser. This is the con- 
dition of things where there are three elevators 
and two mills, and wheie thejcompetition is not 
slow. * What the show for dirty wheat is at 
points where there is only one buyer ' c%n be 
imagined. 


THE BEMEDY. 


Farmers in the northwest generally admit 


that the present deplorable condition of 
wheat crop is the result of careless farming 
Toe only remedy proposed is tbe very-sensible 
one of summer fallowing, and a more careful 
system ef tilling the soil. Mr. Holes, an intelli- 
gent and very successful farmer, living near 
Fargo, says he has coma t» the conclusion, by a 
series of careful experiments, that summer 
following is the true remedy for the trouble. 
He thinks that one-third less acreage will be 
sown to wheat in the northwest next year, and 
that farmers generally see the necessity of better 
farming. He thinks it will ba the policy to 
seed the ground once in about three years, using 
only one third each 
year, and letting the 


rest 
be 
idle or turn 
to 
other crops. 


He think* that change of seed is necessary, 
and says he has demonstrated that hard 
wheat sown continually on light, sandy soil will 
deteriorate in quality, and finally inn to soft 
wheat. Seed from more northern latitudes, 
grown on light so:l, transferred to the clay of 
Dak3ta, does remarkably well in yield and 
quality. Another great mistake made by the 
wheat raisers of Dakota is that of sowing too 
much seed to the acre. Heavy sowing tends to 
make small grain, on tbe same principle that 
thickly planted corn yields small ears. The 
following result of a practical experiment illus- 
trates this fact: Mr. Holes found a stool of 
waeat growing in a field of oats,land shelled out 
260 kernels. He threw out 100 of these as bad, 
and planted the remaining 160. From this he 
raised twelve pounds the next' year, and from 
this seed seventeen bushels and forty pounds 
the thirl year—an average of fifty-six bushels 
per acre. The second year the heads were all 
eight rewei, while the common wheat is only 
six rowed. He thinks with careful cnltivatitn 


the selection of pure seed and proper sowing, 
tbe average yield of wheat can be increased fifty 
per cent He says the crop this year is tbe worst 
he ever saw in this country in the matter of wild 
buckwheat and other foreign seeds, and shows 
plainly the need of prompt attention on tbe 
part of tbe farmers. 


SOMKTHINO ABOUT GRADES. 


Iiess complaint is heard about grades this 


year than last. The qnality of wheat is gener- 
ally good, and if free from dire would bean 
excellent crop. Strange to say, the complaint 
about grades comes from the country elevator 
men this Year instead of the farmers. Mr. 
Barnes, of the Northern Pacific Elevator com- 
pany, the Pillsbnry & Hnlbert people and a 
number of outside buyers, went over to Dnlnth 
the other day.abont the same time the kick was 
made by other parties at Minneapolis, and 
raised a row. They declared that the Dalnth 
inspection was mining them, and they wanted 
it „ hanged. They asked th<.t the rules be mod- 
ified materially, and it is said the board of 
trade agreed to instruct the inspector to let up 
on his grip and give the country people a show 
for their wheat. At the sam<; time the elevator 
tor men from tbe south aud some from the 
north as well, were telling tbe Minneapolis 
chamber of commerce inspection committee 
that the Dnlnth inspection was so much more 
liberal than that of Minneapolis that all the 
wheat was being driven away from the hitter 
place. And they raised such a row that the in- 
spection committee agreed to instruct the in- 
spector to relax his vigilance and allow wheat 
to pass grades that had hitherto been barred 
out. This Is all under the rose, and in strict 
secrecy. Dnluth grain men will swear by the 
great Grain Inspector of tbe universe that tbe 
grades have not baen changed here. The Min- 
neapolis men will see them and swear a bigger 
oatb that not a hair's breadth has been changed 
in the inspection there; and yet the returns to 
country shippers from both places show the 
reverse to be true. In other words, wheat that 
was No. 2 hard a week ago is now No. 1 hard, 
and so on down through the list. 
It is not 


claimed that the wheat has improved in quality 
during this time, lint the views of the inspec- 
tion committees have changed. When the law- 
mikers tackle this waeat question next winter 
they may find a pointer in this fact. The far- 
mer who never before knew that the whole 
character and qnality of his wheat could be im- 
proved and raised a grade or two iu a single 
hour knows it now. And he may find it pro- 
fitable to pay less attention to farming and 
more to the cultivation of inspection com- 
mittees.

The Convention. 


At an early hour Wednesday morning the 


.streets sf the city were astir with delegates and 
candidates concentrating their forces for tbe 
convention, which met at the court house at 3 
o'clock in the afternoon, the contesting delega- 
tions very naturally training tbe most promi 
nence and manifesting the deepest interest.

ern at Dulnth has absorbed nearly all of that 
which formerly graded No. 1, and has drawn 
largely upon No. 1 hard. The new grades of 
northern give general satisfaction, though th&re 
have been hints that Buffalo millers preferred/ 
to

No. 1 hard, as tbe 
actual differ- 


ence was not noticeable. 
There was some 


danger that much of 'the good hard wheat of 
the northwest would find ita w*y to Buffalo 
under the disguise of this northern grade, and 
that the farmers would lose by the operation. 
Sines the recent adj istment of grades it is un- 
derstood that a greater difference is now to be 
made in these grades, and more that formerly 
grrded No. 1 Northern is being given a higher 
grade. 


More smut is in the Northern crop this year 


than ever before. Oat of fifty cars Jeceived at 
Dnlnth from Bismarck and points beyond, only 
obe has graded higher than No. 3, on account cf 
smut. A good deal of smut is found in Dakota 
.this year, and it has appeared in fields which 
had never known ita presence before. The 
wheat condemned at Dnlnth wrs all on account 
of dampness, and shows tbe damage from this 
cause to be about five per cent. 


After reading the call for the convention, Mr. 


Wallace said that he would recognize George P. 
Flannery, who moved that Mr. Elijah Boley, of 
Morton county, be elected temporary ceairman.

Paul was Fort Snelling to Fort Absrcrombie, on 
the Bois dn Sioux, the head waters of the Red, 
and thence north along the Bed, a direction 
taken by the Manitoba road, and revolutionized 
by the Northern Pacific. The first trip along 
the route, as built, was from the Crow Wing 
river at its month, in August, 1871, by a party 
in which were, among others, Schuyler Colfax, 
ex Governor Smith and Mr. Canfield'' 


On this vast plain, just out of the timber 


edge, Mr. Canfield selected tbe land of his bc- 
nanza farm, from which he harvesteed this year 
from 1,000 acres exceeding 25000 bushels of 
wheat. His farm has on it sixty miles of fence, 
forty of it rail, and the rent wire. It is the 
highest land on tbe dividing of the waters of 
tbe Mississippi and the Bed River of the North, 
and lies 250 feet above the latter. 


Mr. Canfield'a home is in Burlington, Vt., 


where in his very office, the project of the North- 
ern Pacific was conceived, and it is to him that 
is due much cred't for the success of the great 
enterprise.
